Famous Events 

The spealscT began by btatinc that 
the coniurî' urihich he vas discussing 
was one of tbt most Important In tin 
English histcrrj-. Not only did it 
contain such well known evonls si; 
the war between King and Parlia- 
ment, and Cromwell's period of 
dictatorship, but it was also out- 
standing: because of tlic intellectual 
advances made The importance of 
the seventeenth ccntur>' has been 
jrrcatly misunàersiooti, chiefly 
through the short-siclilcdiics> of 
most historians, who were "U'higs, 
and who were chiefly interested . in 
the constitutional progress. 

The importance of the rtrugglc be- 
tween King ^nd farllameni., High 
Church and ruritanism, lay in the 
fact that it was a struggle between 
•faith and reason. Newspapers, began 
to appear, showing that the patiplc 
were beginning to want to know 
ubout tilings, instead of accepting 
them on the word of others. 
- -The outstanding figure î^naîÈtl»- 
century was Francis Bacon, who ■«p- 
]ilied inductive reasoning to natural 
phenomena in place of the deductive 
niotliods previously tised. Amoni; the 
early disciples of Bacon were Gil- 
lette, the founder of electrical luiow- 
ledge, and Kapier the Scotsman v.-ho 
invented logarithms. 

The Royal Society 

According to the speaker, no age 
nor country i-ver saw such a mag- 
nificent fcToup of real gcnluscE. as 
ICing Charles ll's Koyal Society. The 
greatest figures of the day. Includ- 
ing such great names as the diarists 
Pepys and Evelyn, Kobert Boyle, 
founder of uheinistry, A\':cn, '-ho 
great arcliilect and inalhomaliciiti., 
and Sir Isaac Newton, ono o£ the 
greatest scientists of all times, wcce 
gathered together by the klnç with 
the purpose ot establishing natural 
philosophy, on firm grounds, based 
on faolentitic reason. 

By the great Intellectual advances, 
tjio whole hlBtory ot the country wa« 
■ft^ÙU^Àj: .Agriculture, the greBj.est 
l^^^T'iit the time, was révolu- 
tionizod, and brought, up to ecicntlfio 
fitanilard;-; mining vus b'itvnfitod by 
numerous improvements; tho timt:!'.- 
Ing of iron by coal was discovered; 
pottery was brought up to the high- 
est peak It .lias over rcach«J. Thpso 
Inventions were tho product of years 
c'£ vxii'^nmf-.nt and not merely bud- 
*en thouglils of tho invontorE. 

By the.so means science ceased to

Society has been provisionally form 
od recently for tho purpose ot .lervlng 
League ot Nations and foreign af- 
fairs clubs in Canadian Universities 
its aims, briefly, arc as follows:

other siniil.Tr ways, (.1) To aid local 
clubs In holding Mode! As.soniblies, 
tl) To, conduct speaker's tours 
throughout Canadian' Universities 
(tho toiir ot Dr, Mack E'astman who 
Is coming to Canada in tho near fu- 
ture win probably bo held under tho 
auspices ot the C.U.I/.X.S.), (5) To 
edit a .-(octlbn in "Interdependence,' 
tho organ ot llio I.cngue of Nations 
•Society In Cnnadn, lo bo writtoii for 
Httidenls In Universities. 
Tho present provlsloiinl oxcciitlve 
now forme(| In Ottawa will carry on 
until the Society Is Niiftlclontly well 
organized to pei'mlt of (ho mloptloii 
of a drjflnlto coiuiIIIhiIdii and n |ier 
liuilieiit exeriilhe.

In lnlroi)uclng tho subject, the 
speaker, strpsscd tlio fact It was one 
of great Interest lo stiidentn n.s on 
graduation they ivcrn very likely to 
find tlicinselvoH in charKc ot a small 
mine. Jn tlieso rlrciimstnnccs It Is 
very Infrequent ,lo find a bookkeeper 
III clinrgo ot the accounts and these 
must bo handled by the siiperintcn- 
lent. 

Continuing, he stated that he wou^d 
attempt to show the method ot esti- 
mating the distribution ot money 
spent over an Interval ot ono month. 
Two Primary Items 
There arc two primary Itcin.i of 
expenditure labor and .'supplies. In 
the scnerally accepted system of cost 
accounting tho cxpcn<llture.^ are cal- 
culated from dally reports handed in 
by tho shift bosses. These cover the 
amount ot Labor used and the mater- 
ials rcqiii.sitlon'cd. At tho end of the 
month the aggregation of labor noted 
In tliCKG reports, is chocked against 
the timo-slicet. This sj'stcm, how- 
ever, has Ijocn found to be far from 
sntisfactory, duo to errors on the 
part of tho shift bosses In preparing 
these reports. 

Accordingly, a combined timo-s'neet 
and labor-distribution sheet has been 
prepared. This.Ii.ts been found much 
more satisfactory ns there can be nb 
discrepancies. A separate ledger- Is 
kept for tho .';uppllo.«. Rich article 
ot supply i.-i allotod a seriul munucr 
nnd tho amounts bought and used arc 
noted on a special sheet reserved for 
tho particular article. At the end of 
the month the labor sheets and suiiply 
ledger are audited and crystulllsoO 
into a single report form. 

Typxal Report 
>,U: I'rico then showed tho report 
tor tho month of January 1D20 as 0 
typical oxamplo. The various listf 
ot o.vpoiidltmes woro e.xplalnod in 
full and nl.so tho trunstcrcnce ot nc- 
counlH from ledger to report sheet.

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Culture For Engineers 

RECENTLY in the Engineering: building 
there was posted a list of subjects 
chosen by numbers of the second-year 
public speaking class to talk upon. A note- 
worthy feature of this list was the large 
number and wide range of topics ^which 
^Ëched upon matters other than engineer- 
ing. This departure from tech\iical matteii-s 
is an encouraging one and is significant of 
the trend in the whole profession. 

From time to time noted engineers 
have deplored the narrowness of their own 
profession. There are few schools of en- 
gineering where any cultural subject* 
Avhatever are. taught. The nature of en- 
gineering knowledge has increased so 
greatly in no time that very little effort 
can be spared in the usual four-year course, 
for anything which does not pertain to it. 

As a result of a solidly technical train- 
ing, engineers often lacked that polish and 
that easy flow of speech usually associated 
with a college graduate. We recall the visit 
of the member of the faculty of a well 
known American technical college to an 
Qntai-io High School w-ith a view to pro- 
curing prospective students. He made a 
.■speech larded Avith expressions like "you 
fellows" and "a great little college'' which 
left an undesen-edly bad opinion of the 
college in the imnds of his hearers. 

Members of the profession who have 
graduated realise the narrowness of tech- 
nical training and to correct this have 
branched out into other activities in which 
they have often made notable successes. 
An example of this is Hoover, "who is per- 
haps better known as a politician and an 
administrator than as an engineer. 

The work of the technician has 
brought about the machine age, and ij;s re- 
.sulting problems. The engineer has con- 
centrated mifch^eEfecJtîon of mechanisms 



and ias^ff^iSPpaTâ^sSaîÉS^'àttention to the 
economic results of his labors. Humanists 
have pointed out the responsibilty of the 
engineer in this matter, and with a wider 
cultural background as a basis the profes- 
sion is now beginning to tackle the issues 
its own doings liave created.

CONFIDENCE has. always been the 
wacthword of success; but now it is 
being replaced by overconfidence. Many 
people believe that the more egotistical a 
man is the gr<iater his chance of .-iuccess in 
the world ; and with the gi-eat quantity of 
personal egoti.sm tlius generated has come 
a still greater amount of overconfidence 
and self-satisfaction.

True, 
many discoveries have been made in the 
recent past. Life is now much more com- 
fortable than it used to be. But is that a 
reason for ^ping Around patting ouroeh'cs 
on the back and telling each other how 
: gppà we are as nations and individuals '! 
' ' Mhan we wish to judge of the great- 
,neps ;<pf any past age or of sonie forgotten 
na1tkgv4j^;.-is at its literature that we look, 
for'Tur^ariably, great ages produce great 
literary figures. If we can imagine our- 
selves placed .somewhere in the future re- 
garding the present literature, would we 
be inclined to be as .self-satisfied as we 
now are ? -

papers. The modern newspaper is the one 
gre^t lit(;rary product of the age.
